.None of the passengers was con- 
sidered seriously hurt, although 
M. P. Youker of Dallas was taken 
from his hotel room to a hospital 
early -today. 
Airline officials, In opening an 
Investigation, expressed the belief 
that failure of the carburetor heat- 
er permitted Ice to form on the 
carburetor, making a forced land- 
ing necessary.

niversary of Adolf Hitler's Install- 
ation as chancellor of Germany. 


Twenty-six thousand of his Nazi 
storm 
troop veterans assembled 


from all over Germany stood be- 
fore him as he spoke from the 
steps of the old museum on tho 
end of the great Lustsarten. 
Hundreds of thousands of other 


brownshlrts 
stood at 
attention 


around radio loudspeakers through- 
out tho Reich to hear their lead- 
er's wordfl. 
"Others are surprised at the 


miracle of Jan. 30, 1933," said 
Hitler. "Not we. For more than a 
decade we had looked 
forward 


to it confidentially, x x x 


"All that I am, I am through 


you; 
all that you are, you are 
through me. 
Never has 
there 


been a closer bond between a lead- 
er and followers than between you 
and me."

TEXAS GOVERNMENTALREVENUES 
EXCEEDED EXPENDITURES DURING 
FISCAL YEAR; DEFICIT REMAINS 


AUSTIN, Jan. 
29.—(P>—Govern- 


mental revenues exceeded expendi- 
tures by |2,341,715 during the fis- 
cal year 1935, receipts increased 
$357,740 over the preceding year 
and expenses decreased $865,229, 
Comptroller George H. Sheppard 
reportd today in a resume of the 
state's financial operations. 


Need for reapportlonlng govern- 


mental receipts, however, loomed 
in sharp relief, the report show- 
Ing the general and confederate 
pension funds sank deeper into the 
red despite Improvements total- 
ing $12,596,930 in other treasury 
balances. 


The general fund deficit increas- 


ed $557,648 to $6,384,090 and the 
Confederate pension fund deficit 
rose $330,0844 to $4,841,846. The to- 
tal deficit at the end of the fis- 
cal year was $11,225,937, compared 
with $9,746,563 at the end of 1934. 
Receipts in 1935 were $113,342,- 


782 and costs $111,001,066 compar- 
ed with $112,996,041 and $111,868,- 
296 In 1934. Included In expendi- 
tures for 1935 was $6,445,530 for 
relief while $10,360,007 was expend- 
ed for this purpose the previous 
year. 


The largest increase 'in 
fund 


balances was in the permanent 
school, fund. It increased S3J059,- 
035 to $47,975,595. The available 
school fund showed an improve- 
ment of $2,204,462; highway $1,- 
797,804; motor fuel tax fund $537,- 


844; 
permanent University fund, 


$793,895. 


Major decreases In fund 
bal- 
ances were $1,245,476 in 'the feder- 
al emergency highway fund and 
$282,599 in the available university 
fund. 


Receipts from the gasoline tax 


reached an all-time high during 
the ' fiscal year. 
Gross revenues 


were $37,152,700, an increase of 
$2,273,052 over 1934 and 
$7,457,- 


256 over 1933. 


Cigarette tax receipts were up 


$293,432 over 1934 with a total 
of $4,302,277 and $3,134,213 above 
1933 collections. 


Sheppard attributed the increas- 
ed collections from gasoline and 
cigarette taxes to stoppage of 
leaks through more effective laws 
and more efficient enforcement. 
Gross receipts taxes were up 


$2,292,458, from $8,843,706 to .$11,- 
136,134. Increased collections from 
the oil production tax accounted 
for 
$1,834,215. 
Total collections 


from oil production were $8,016, 
042, 
compared with $6,081,827 In 


1934. 


A heavy decrease was shown in 


advalorem tax collections. Receipts 
of 
$21,528,475 from this source 
were $658,552 less than in 1934. 


Poll tax receipts dropped $524,- 


903. Land sales, rentals and roy- 
alties $874,075 and county, federal 
and other aid $3,293,132. ,

:'Alsup held that article was "only

The opinion noted another arti- 
cle provided district and county at- 
torneys for cases tried in district 
or county courts, or a county court 
at law, should be allowed fees "to 
be taxed against the defendant."

Forms for filing returns of in- 
come for 1935 have been sent to 
persons who filed returns last year. 
Failure to receive a form, how- 
ever, does not relieve a taxpayer 
of his obligation to file his return 
and pay the tax on time, on or be* 
fore March 16 if the return is 
made on the calendar year basis, 
as is the case with most individ- 
uals. 
Forms may be obtained upon 
request, written,-or personal, from 
the offices of collectors of intern- 
al revenue and deputy collectors. 
Persons whose net income for 
1935 
was derived chiefly from 
salary or wages and was not in 
excess of $5,000 should make their 
returns on form 1040A. Persons 
whose net income .was in excess 
of $5,000, or, regardless of amount, 
was derived from a business, pro- 
fession, rents or sale of property, 
are required to use a larger form, 
1040. 
Failure to use the proper 
form presents difficulties to both 
the taxpaper and the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue.

(jp)—The long funeral jour- 
ney of George V ended to- 
day in the royal vault of 
St. 
George's 
• chapel, 
the 


burial crypt of Great Brit- 
ain's kings. 


It was a service of pomp, 


circumstance, and sorrow—begin- 
ning with the removal of the body 
from Westminster Hall in London 
and the . silent tribute of tens of 
thousands of spectators 
massed 


along the cortege route and end- 
ing with a simple burial service. 
King George's body came to 


Windsor at 1:08 p. m., 33 minutes 
later than scheduled. The delay 
was 
in 
strange 
contrast 
to 
George's 
punctuality 
throughout 


life. The mourning crowds In Lon- 
don had delayed the passage of 
the cortege. 
The nation paused for two min- 
utes of silence at, 1:30 P. m., the 
time the coffin was to nave been 
lowered into the crypt, but the 
delay in' marching of the cortege 
set the time of actual burial la- 
ter.From London, the king's body 
was brought by railroad train to 
Windsor. One hundred thousand 
mourners 
were 
assembled along 
the mile-and-a-half route from the 
railroad station to St. George's 
chapel. 
An honor guard carried the cof- 


fin from the train over a scarlet 
cai-pet to a gun carriage waiting 
at the station 
door. Then 
the 
procession started its uphill jour- 
ney to Windsor Castle. 
The bell of Curfew Tower rang 
out across the ancient battlements 
of 'the royal palace—tolling for 
the dead master. 
King and Brothers Walk. 


The new king, Edward VIII, and 
his three brothers, for the second 
time today, fell In behind their 
father's coffin to walk in proces- 
sion.1 


They were preceded In the cor- 
tege by the widowed Queen Mary, 
who rode in a carriage drawn by 
Windsor Greys. 
The shrill notes of a boatsmain's 
pipe sounded "Piping Abroad," the 
naval honor ceremonial, as the 
coffin was placed on the gun car- 
riage. It was part of the ritual in 
the funeral of an admiral of the 
fleet. 
As the Curfew ball rang, a min- 


ute gun began the salute. 
The 
cortege 
passed 
along a 
route massed with spectators and 
hung with heavy crepe. 
On hundred and 
fifty 
sailors 
again drew tho carriage on which 
the royal regalia of crown and 
sceptre rested. 
As the procession reached the 
castle, the Archbishlp of Conter- 
bury and the Bishop of Wnches- 
ter walked from 
St. 
George's 


chapel and stood on the steps un- 
der the 
high 
stained windows, 


waiting to receive the coffin. 
The slow funeral march of a 
military band re-echoed in the stone 
courtyard.

The queen mother, who

eyes as the Bishop of Winchester 
started the reading of the losson:

He read the comforting words: 


"And God shall wipe away all

choir sang "Abide 


With Me" — George's

hymn which the monarch sang in 
the little parish church at Sand- 
ringham on Christmas Day, the 
last service George attended In 
life.The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who had stood beside the death 
bed in Sandringham, arose slowly 
with the hymn's last line: 


"In life, in death, O Lord, abide 


originally coming from 
Ireland.

Workers Must Qualify 


To Draw Security Pay 


. By SIGRID ARNE 


WASHINGTON — UP)— When do 


the garage mechanic, the stenog- 
rapher, the corporation lawyer, bu- 
gln to benefit by the social se- 
curity act? How much do they got, 
and how do they get it 
• The worker goes trough few mo- 
tions himself. Payments will be 
made on the condition of his work- 
Ing life, and the employer will sup- 
ply the records on that. But the 
worker must qualify. 


He must be 65 years or more to 


get old age benefits. • 


He must have worked a certain 
length of time to get unemploy- 
ment compensation 
when he is 


thrown out of work. 
He can begin to draw unemploy- 


ment compensation any time after 
Jan. 1, 1938, depending on 
his 
state's laws. Legislatures are busy 
now writing those laws. 


Must Be Qualified 


He .will begin to draw old Age 
benefit payments after Jan. 1, 1942. 


Both types of payments will be 


made only after the worker meets 
qualifications imposed by the fed- 
eral and state laws. They differ 
for the two types of payments. 
For the unemployment compen- 


sation he must: 
First, be out of work. The other 


conditions will vary from state to 
state, since details are left* by the 
security act to the state legisla- 
tures. However, In most states he 
will draw pay for '16 weeks out of 
each year If unemployed. He will 
waKt from two to six weeks after 
losing his job before 
compensa- 


tion begins. Most of the states will 
pay him 60 per cent of his regular 
wages up to $15 a week, which is 
the maximum set by most of the 
state laws. 
The money will come from a tax 


placed on employer's payrolls, but 
in some states the employes also 
will be taxed, and the tax will begin 
to be deducted this year from their 
paychecks. 


Some Workers Excluded 
Systems for re-employing 
the 


worker are not yet crystalized. The 
federal re-employment office may 
be used. If the worker refuses a 
profferel Job he will be denied 
compensation. However, he won't 
be denied if: 1. His refusal Is due 
directly to a strike or lock-out; 
2. If he refuses work under condi- 


tions substantially below prevail- 
ing ones; 3. If the employer tries 
to Impose conditions on his affilia- 
tions with labor organizations. 


These classes of workers will not 


be covered by unemployment com- 
pensation or old age benefits: agri- 
cultural labor, aervants, ship crews, 
government employes, workers in 
religious, charitable, educational or 
non-profit institutions. Neither they 
nor their employers will pay taxes 
under the social security act. 


Those who are covered will qual- 


ify before the state agency charged 
with administration, and will be 
paid by It. 


Another set of conditions must be 


met to receive 
old age benefits. 


The worker must be 65 years or 
over. Beginning next January all 
workers will pay a tax which will 
be deducted from pay checks by 
employers. Employers will pay an 
equal tax on payrolls. They will be 
as follows:

Old age benefits will be paid to 
all aged workers after they have re- 
tired, regardless of need. Since it is 
actually an insurance plan toward 
which the worker has made his reg- 
ular payments through the tax, his 
family, will be reimbursed if he dies 
before he receives the amount he 
paid. Old age benefits will continue 
to be paid from the time the person 
qualifies throughout his life.

HINTS THAT UNITED STATES IS 
SEEKINGRETURNGOLDSTANDARD

nery, governor of the Bank of 
France, declared 
in his annual 


report today that the "re-awaken- 
ing of economic activity" Is "par- 
ticularly marked on the American 
continent." 


He said France's future depends 


on "confidence." 


"The permanent stabilization of 


the principal monies" 
of 
the 


world, he explained, must be the 
ultimate object without 
which 


neither durable nor general pros- 
perity" is possible.

ago said "We are governed 
tu mutch," he hadn't seen 
anything yet.

and becomes a law breaker 
for having in his possession 
a book principally made up 
of "accounts 
of 
criminal 


deeds;" ten days, a fine of 
$1,000 or ten days to a year 
in jail. He bets a 5-cent cig- 
ar; $100 fine. He backs an 
automobile across a pave- 
ment, $5 fine. It backfires, 
$10 fine. He forgets to put 
on his 1936 license tags, 
fine $10 to $100. He fails 
to exhibit city license tags, 
fine $10 to $100. He runs 
through a 
"stop" signal, 


fine $5. He fails to signal 
while turning a corner; fine 
$10 to $100. He swerves to 
the left of the center of the 
street while passing- a car, 
fine'$10 to $100. It is prob- 
able that he will break as 
many laws going home. 


Isn't it about time cities, 


counties, states and federal 
government reversed 
the 


process and started repeal- 
ing- useless lawn?

Despite all that has been 


attempted since the World 
War ttf wipe out illiteracy 
in this country, from 2 to 6 
per cent of boys enrolled in 
CCC units have been unable 
to read or write. 


Nearly 80 per 
cent of 


these young men were un- 
der 25 years of age. Most of 
them were American born. 
Many came from rural areas 
and small towns. One-fifth 
of them had no 
schooling 


whatever before coming to 
camp. Nearly 70 per cent 
had less than four years of 
schooling. 


Many of these boys en- 


rolled in the camp educa- 
tional programs, with the 
result that between June 30, 
1934 and June 
30, 
1935 


more than 4,000 young fel- 
lows had learned to read 
and write. 


There are many countries 


with far higher percentages 
of illiteracy than ours, but 
that hardly excuses the ex- 
istence of so much illitera- 
cy in a nation supposedly 
believing in public educa- 
tion and providing good 
public schools. There are 
sections, 
however, 
where 


American 
children 
have 


either none at all or the 
most limited school oppor- 
tunity. Something must be 
done about this.

the country is brightened by 
the action of a number of 
colleges, At the University 
of Wichita, Kan., junior 
students who are 21 years 
old and have signified their 
intention of becoming police 
officers may take the city 
police department tests. If 
they pass these, they may 
do daily four-hour duty as 
police cadets during their 
junior and 
senior college 
"ears, receiving $50 a month 
for the work. 


The San Jose State Col- 


lege in California offers a 
two-year 
course for 
stu- 


dents choosing police work 


their profession. 


Hobart College, at Gen- 


eva, N. Y., co-operates with 
local police departments by 
offering 
a 
special 
eight 


weeks* course to police of- 
ficers of eight neighboring 
counties. 
The 
subjects 


studied include crime classi- 
fication, 
court procedure, 


ballistics, rules of evidence 
and finger, foot and tire 
prints. 


Some of this work is for 


college 
men 
preparing 


themselves for police work. 
Some of it is for regular 
policemen who have not had 
college education but who 
are improving their skill 
and efficiency 
by 
study. 


There 
have been police 


training courses — not con- 
nected with colleges — in 
some states and big cities, 
but this wider interest in 
such work is new. Much of 
11 has been stimulated by 
the successful work of the 
G-Men and recognition that 
their careful selection and

largely to that success.

federal 


hausing projects now under 
way in city slum districts 
are said to be farther ad- 
vanced than the plans for 
occupying the new apart- 
ments. A curious problem is 
said to be arising. 


The idea has been to get 


rid 
of 
old, tumble-down 


tenements and houses in 
decadent areas and provide 
decent modern housing for 
the same .people for about 
the same rent they have 
been paying. In the process 
of demolition and construe* 
tion- the residents are natur- 
ally 
scattered. 
Many of 


them will not return. 


It seems likely, though, 


that there will be a liberal 
demand for the new apart- 
ments, if the rent is kept 
down to the $25 or $30 a 
month usually intended. It 
also seems likelyf despite 
scornful comments on the 
low 
standards 
of 
slum 


dwellers, that in the more 
decent quarters 
provided 


they will try to live up to 
their new environment. 


But here is the new social 


problem referred to. Many 
respectable families, 
ob- 


serving those new apart- 
ment houses arising from old 
slum districts, and studying 
the buildings and the at- 
tractive park plans usually 
connected with them, 
are 


beginning 
to 
think 
they 


would like to 
live 
there 


themselves, instead of pay- 
ing twice as much rent for 
apartments or houses not 
so modern and farther from 
thdr work. They would try 
it, they say, if they could 
be sure of having the right 
kind of neighbors. And they 
may take some 
of 
their 


neighbors with them.

groups. Private capital may
